Zimbabwe Solons Says 
No To White Privilege 

Zimbabwe's lawmakers have 
voted to do away with Parliamen- 
tary seats reserved for Whites. 
The move by the lower house ef- 
fectively ends over 90 years of po- 
litical privilege for Whites in the 
former British colony known as 
Rhodesia. 

In a unanimous vote unapposed 
by the minority White faction, 
Parliament voted to abolish the 20 
seats held by White solons. The 
seats had been guaranteed since 
the southern African nation won 
its independence in 1980. 

Methodists Will Cut Some 
Stocks Linked To S. Africa 

The United Methodist Church, 
which has the largest pension 
fund operated by a church in the 
U.S., recently voted to sell $25 
million worth of stocks it holds in 
companies that have failed to 
comply with the Sullivan Princi- 
ples, a code of conduct for firms in 
South Africa. About 12 percent, 
or $330 million, of the fund is in- 
vested in firms still conducting 
business in South Africa. Full 
divestment was defeated, 12-11, 
but further action is slated for 
November.

"He's doing fine," said Jacqui 
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Kess-Gardner, the youth's 
mother. ^Three days after sur- 
gery he was moving around and a 
week after surgery he did a 
45-minute concert in Dallas." 

Mrs. Kess-Gardner said the 
Foundation paid for the operation 
and a local Sheraton hotel picked 
up the tab for the family's three- 
week stay. American Airlines 
provided the family with free 
round-trip tickets.

Black NY Group Seeks 
Harry Edwards' Ouster 

Despite a call for his resigna- 
tion, Dr. Harry Edwards, special 
assistant to baseball commis- 
sioner Peter Ueberroth, said he 
would not be moved by protests 
from a Black New York organiza- 
tion that asserts he is blocking 
proposals to baseball from Black 
groups. 

The Black United Fund of New 
York, a philanthropic organiza- 
tion, is demanding that Edwards 
resign after the Black sports soci- 
ologist turned down the groups* 
proposal to stage two post-season 
all-star games to honor Jackie 
Robinson and benefit the fund. 

"We feel that Edwards is in- 
effective insensitive, especially as 
a Black person,^ said Joe Peters, 
sports director for the New York 
organization. 

Peters is particulary incensed 
about a letter sent to him by Ed- 
wards on August 12, which said 
that Edwards had advised the 
commissioner's office and the in- 
dividual franchises %n the strong- 
est possible terms -that any in- 
volvement'^ with the group would 
be "extremely inadvisable and in- 
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appropriate.'* 

Peters and the Black United 
Fund recently picketed the 
league offices in New York, ask- 
ing for Edwards' resignation. 

"I wouldn't be concerned if thev 
were able to get half of New York 
City to picket," he told Jet. "I'm 
not going to move one inch. And 
if the Commissioner's office 
budges, I will inquire of them 
why, and if it undermines my 
responsibilities, I will resign. 

"It is my job to weave through 
the legitimate and illegitimate 
claims (baseball receives from 
special interest groups)," said Ed- 
wards. "In fact, I welcomed that 
responsibility. We have scores of 
organizations out there, half of 
them want money. Everything 
that impacts upon my ability to do 
my job -that is to help provide a 
system for Blacks to gain posi- 
tions in baseball's front offices - 
should come to me. When it does 
not come to me, I will resign. 

"Baseball bears no imperative 
moral or political obligation to 
support, sustain, or otherwise 
contribute to organizations in- 
volved in or concerned with the 
broader struggle for civil and hu- 
man rights," wrote Edwards, who 
said that even financial contribu- 
tions from teams to civil rights or- 
ganizations should come across 
his desk. "Those teams must find 
the proper vehicle for that," he 
told Jet, **without making it an 
official baseball function." 

The major league players as- 
sociation is polling its members to 
see if they will support the con- 
cept of an all-star game to honor 
Robinson.

Edwards Hires Campanis 
To Assist Baseball Job 

Al Campanis, the former Los 
Angels Dodgers vice president 
who was forced to resign after 
saying on national television that 
Blacks lacked "the necessities" to 
manager or hold front-office jobs 
in baseball, has finally gotten a 



new job, from an unlikely em- 
ployer. 

Campanis has been hired by Dr. 
Harry Edwards, the special assis- 
tant to baseball commissioner Pe- 
ter Ueberroth, to help him to con- 
vince baseball owners to hire 
more Blacks for front-office posi- 
tions. 

"We really can't go around 
demanding open and candid dis- 
cussions of the problems and solu- 
tions to racism in baseball and 
then lynch people when they 
openly and candidly display their 
feelings," said Edwards, a profes- 
sor of sociology at the University 
of California at Berkeley. "Al 
Campanis has been in baseball for 
40 years and has a tremendous 
store of knowledge," added Ed- 
wards. "He will be very valuable 
in preparing me for dealing with 
those people in baseball. We're 
going to nave to deal with the 
Campanises in baseball, and it's 
good that I have a person in-house 
who knows how they think."

For Ben F. Branch, 59

cago for Ben 
F. Branch, 59, 
longtime civil

which was founded in 1983. 

Branch died after a stroke at 
Provident Medical Center. He 
was president of Dr. Branch 
Products in Chicago, which had a 
$355 million contract with Kem- 
merer (7-UP) Bottling Co. to dis- 
tribute Dr. Branch soft drinks. 

A native of Memphis, Branch 
held a degree in music from 
Tennessee State University. 

He was one of the last people to 
speak with Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. before King was assassi- 
nated. Branch was in the city with 
the orchestra, which was sched- 
uled to play at an SCLC function 
in Memphis the evening of April 
4, 1968. When Branch arrived at 
the Lorraine Hotel earlier in the 
day. King, who was on the balco- 
ny, called out to him: "Ben, don't 
forget. I want you to play Pre- 
cious Lord tonight like youVe 
never played berore. Play it for 
me. Play it real pretty." King was 
fatally wounded moments later.
